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PAKFONG - A Mystery For Centuries! 


Over 2,000 years ago a flaming meteorite flashed through the 
skies to strike the earth in China. The Chinese found that a metal 
taken from the meteorite made an excellent alloy from which swords 
could be made. Truly these were “Swords-sent-from-Heaven” de- 
cided the Chinese warriors, when they found that such swords could 
snap other weapons in two when engaged in battle. 


For centuries the Chinese held the secret of this wondrous 
mietal which, when alloyed with other metals, had so many worth- 
while uses. One particular alloy which has a beautiful silvery 
appearance was known to the Chinese as “pakfong”. For centuries 
the Chinese reaped profits in trade because of their exclusive know- 
ledge of how to manufacture pakfong. 


During the eighteenth century prospectors in Saxony redis- 
covered our “magic metal’ but found that even after burning the 
ore for weeks the metal could not be separated. Because of their 
superstitions the miners feared that it was bewitched. Undoubtedly 
the culprit was “Old Nick’, the king of the gnomes, who had the 
power to go through the ground as readily as through the air, or 
on the earth’s surface, and it was “Old Nick’? who thus gave his 
name to this most useful metal called nickel. 


The problem of extracting from its ore was solved by scientist 
A. F. Cronstedt in 1751, an event which marked two hundred years 
later in 1951, by Canada in the minting of a special nickel commem- 
orative. This 5¢ piece so well known to collectors is strangely 
enough the subject of misunderstandings by the non-collector. 
Perhaps you would know what I mean if you had been plagued 
with ’phone calls at various hours of the day or night from members 
of the public who have what they believe is a “rare 1751-1951” 
nickel. Some of our citizens are quite sceptical and even angrily 
indignant when informed that their “find” while an interesting and 
popular coin, is not a expensive one! 


It is, of course, fitting that Canada should have indicated its 
interest in nickel by means of the striking of the 1951 coin. Over 
half the world’s supply comes from Canadian mines at Sudbury, 
Ontario! 


When alloyed with other metals (e.g. with copper and zinc to 
produce our fabulous “pakfong’’, now known as “nickel silver’), 
nickel displays many useful characteristics. It makes the alloy 
harder and stronger, prevents rusting, pitting or corroding and can 
stand great heat, speed and pressure. Because of these features 
nickel has countless well-known uses in the modern world. However, 
as coin collectors, we are most interested in the many attractive 
coins made of nickel alloys. The first country to use nickel for coins 
was Belgium in 1859, with the United States being second in 1865. 
|}Canada, the world’s largest nickel producer, was late on the scene 
with the start of her nickel series in 1922.

The “MERCURY” DIME 


By Earl A. Mc Brayer 
(3rd article of a series on grading) 


Many people believe that Mercury, ancient god of thieves, graces 
the United States dime which was struck between 1916 and 1945. 
Roman Mercury was also god of merchants and this is most appro- 
priate for money! Despite the resemblance the representation is in 
fact not that of Mercury but rather of Liberty with a winged cap. 


There is something Roman on the dime though. The reverse 
contains the fasces (bundle of rods- Roman symbol of authority), 
and the inscription, “E PLURIBUS UNUM” (one from many), in 
the words of the Roman tongue. 


Pictured above are selected specimens to illustrate, as well as 
is possible through the printed medium, different grades of the 
so-called “Mercury” type dime. 


Recently a person called the writer up and wanted to know 
what mint the “mint-mark” “AW” denoted. The “AW” which is 
located back of the neck on the obverse of the dime are the initials 
of the designer, A. A. Weinman. The mint-mark is actually located 
on the reverse to the right of the ‘E’ in ‘ONE’ and may be seen 
above on items 1, 2, 4, 5, and 6. 


For those who try to fill an album of “Mercury” dimes there 
are only two really ‘tough’ items. The 1916-D and the 1942 over 41. 
Of the former there were 264,000 coined (compare this with 484,000 
1909-S vdb Lincoln cents). Of the latter the number struck is un- 
certain. There are eight others which always command a premium 
in good or better condition. They are 1921-P and D, 1926-S, 1930-S, 
1931-S and D, 1927-D and 1917-D. Watch for these, the writer found 
a very good 1926-S (value obout ninety cents) just this week. For 
further encouragement: Mr. James Irons of Aurora, Indiana, noti- 
fied the Flying Eaglet that he had found a very fine 1942 over 41 
dime during the month of January.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty. 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clea: aud one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail snuws on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased for $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced, If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. 8. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
UNCHARTERED WATERS 
By Harold Don Allen 

I don’t think any area of numismatics can offer the surprising 
discoveries and interesting sidelines that come with casual foreign 
paper money research. Among the small, but growing, clan of serious 
foreign paper money enthusiasts, day by day discoveries can set off 
whole new waves of interest. No foreign paper series is truly “dead’’. 

Let me illustrate. Every money collector, even if he restricts 
himself (a dismal thought) to proof sets or a single series, is con- 
fronted from time to time with the ‘odds and ends” semi-numis- 
matic accumulations of his neighbors. A handful of European coins 
brought back by a soldier. A few grubby inflation bills or military 
scrip. A battered old nickel supposed to be a “rare’”’ date. So it 
goes. Yet your paper money enthusiast can get all the kick of a 
child with a new toy out of going through another fellow’s numis- 
matic “junk”, folding kind. Varieties and variations abound. Cata- 
logues and price lists fail to record them. Just about the only way 
you can pick up new knowledge and minor additions is by handling 
foreign paper in bulk. Two good examples come to mind: 

German inflation notes of 1923 vintage are just about a dime a 
dozen in their common varieties. Yet, by way of contrast, FPM 
dealer Dwight Musser, 432 20th St., Dunbar, W.Wa., offers an arch- 
rarity at $36, crisp!) These common varieties can form the nucleus 
of a fascinating collection. And very much do they merit more than 
a second glance. For the interesting varieties can be in the water- 
marks. Several striking overall patterns were employed. The same 
bill often can be found on two or more different papers. Variations 
in inks, serialling, and paper tinting also abound. 

Often a single note type, issued in the millions, turns up in 
pleasing and surprising varieties. Such a bill is the low-value one 
baht, of Thailand (Siam). Just at press time, paper money enthus- 
iast Jeff Sandrock (509 Franklin Rd., Lexington Park, Md.) turned 
up a new type in which the sprawling signatures (in what might be 
Martian!) had been reduced in size and the traditional urn water- 
mark profile of the young King of Siam. Note that the basic plates 
were unaltered in these changes. Other variations in the Thai baht 
have included changes in the vignette (the Royal portrait, as the 
young king grows up and the colour of the serial overprint, in Thai 
and Arabic digits. The attractive little blue bill, skillfully produced 
in London, is quoted on foreign exchange at 4.86 U.S. cents! 

Variations within a currency series are most familiar to North 
American collectors in the forms of signature varieties (notably 
the U.S.), seal colours and positions (Mexico, and pre-1935 Canada) 
and retouched vignettes (the U.S. $20, White House, and the fabu- 
lous “devil” coiffure on Canada’s Queen Elizabeth notes). Such 
changeovers within a series normally do not interrupt the serial 
sequence, which makes for a specialized form of rather avid col- 
lecting. The type enthusiast delights in chasing down crisp notes 
with serial numbers as close as possible to the changeover, the last 
of the old type and the first of the new. Miles of walking, and long 
waits in branch banks, can be involved. Only a true paper money 
addict can appreciate the joys of such a hunt! 

* * * 


So many of us spend so much of our lives hunting and scrab- 
bling for the notes that we want and need, building our accumula- 
tions by ones, twos and threes to comprehensive collections of which 
we feel we can be proud, that it makes you stop and catch your 
breath when a really imposing foreign paper collection changes 
hands in a single deal. This month’s Schulman sale provides a good 
instance of just that. Offered as one lot is a collection of 607 differ- 
ent Russian notes. The suggested bid is $300. To most of us, who 
balk at collecting a £5 note, the figure may seem staggering. Grow- 
ing interest in foreign paper among the more serious collectors 
make this writer suspect that the lot should go as the bargain of 
the year, in the light of likely future trends. Notice, too, that the 
unequalled collection of paper money of the Mexican revolution, 
built up over the decades by author, cataloguer and collector of 
many tastes, Arlie Slabaugh, recently changed hands. The new 
owner, West Coast obstetrician Walter Loeb (4568 E. Mercer Way, 
Mercer Isld., Wash.) already ranks with the top among paper 
money enthusiasts on this continent. 

* * * 

The current fiasco over Gold Certificates makes one wonder 
how many strange and desperate laws a collector encounters in 
building his bank note accumulation. I cannot but wonder if I am 
an “accessory after the fact” when I proudly display my Maltese 
pound. It is a serious offence to let any form of paper money leave 
Malta. Yet I bought mine strictly “above board’’, for Canadian cash 
at a Montreal centre of foreign exchange. The laws againt photo- 
graphing bills are carried to truly absurd lengths by some nations, 
including Canada. I had nothing less than the legendary R.C.M.P. 
on my trail for trying to get a photographer to make me small 
facsimilies of a note from a bank that failed in 1859! Keeps life
